During those years when electric, telephone j 
and trolley-car service were all expanding so rapid- ! 
Iy in the Springfield area, there was a ready market 
for telegraph poles and track ties. In addition j 
there was a need of ties for routine repairs on the 
railroads. 

There was considerable standing timber in 
Agawam in 15)01. Ties and poles were hauled from 
the wood lots to the trolley line where they were 
stacked to await loading on the trolley freight car. 

Larger logs, as shown in the picture, were 
either cut up by a portable mill on the lot or! 
hauled by sled to a sawmill where they-could be 
cut into hoards. Limbs and tops were turned into 
cord wood.

Since home heating and cooking depended on 
cord wood as fuel for kitchen and parlor stoves, 
cord wood was always in demand. Professional ! 
choppers were hired to cut and stack the wood in

piles four feed wide, four feet high and eight feet 
long. They were paid so much a cord and often 
lived on the lot in a temporary cabin. They did 
their own washing and cooking and if they were 
real old time French choppers they liked a hearty 
meal of boiled salt pork and beans. 

Fremont King, Charles Hull and Nelson King 
were among those who hired choppers and carried 
on lumbering businesses in the early 1900’s. 

Lumbering is a thing of the past in Agawam 
and times have changed even in the woods of Ver¬ 
mont. Lee Ward of Vermont is quoted in Vermont 
magazine;—“In 1930 we were hauling logs out of 
the woods on sleds with oxen. By 1934, we were 
trucking oxen and horses into the woods for work¬ 
ing. Through 1940 we were using only horses. 
Then 12 years ago tractors took the horses’ place.” 
And in place of the old hand saws and axes lie 
uses power tools, the chain saw and the automatic 
“lickety splitter.”
